Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  public  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1945. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  birth  rate  for  1945  was  20.9  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  16.1  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  The  illegitimate  births  were  22. 
The  infantile  mortality  figure  was  54.2  per  thousand  births, 
and  the  figure  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was  46  per  thousand 
births.  The  general  death  rate  was  11.5  and  that  for  industrial 
areas  in  England  and  Wales  was  11.4,  the  same  as  for  1930 
which  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  34.  It  is  encouraging  to 
record  again  a  reduction  in  the  notifications  from  52  in  1944 
to  34  in  1945.  The  Council  have  consistently  done  their  utmost 
under  very  considerable  difficulties  to  rehouse  these  needy  cases 
and  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  such  a  policy  has  materially 
influenced  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  over  the  years. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Local  publicity  was  continued  as  in  1944  by  press 
advertising  in  collaboration  with  Wednesfield  and  Darlaston 
in  the  Express  and  Star  during  April.  An  individual  advert¬ 
isement  was  inserted  in  the  Bilston  and  Willenhall  Times 
5th  and  12th  May.  The  press  have  been  very  generous  in  the 
allocation  of  space,  and  this  is  all  the  more  appreciated  because 
of  the  severe  limitation  of  paper  and  advertising  space.  The 
managers  of  the  Picture  Houses  are  very  generous  in  showing 
the  propaganda  slides  regularly  and  I  am  more  than  grateful 
to  them.  The  County  Health  Visitors  provide  each  month 
a  list  of  the  births  of  children  reaching  one  year,  and  from  these 
the  diphtheria  birthday  cards  are  sent  out.  From  mothers’ 
comments  and  Health  Visitor’s  reports  this  is  good  propaganda. 
The  Ministers  of  Religion  in  the  course  of  their  pastoral 
visitations  have  spoken  to  the  parents  about  diphtheria 
immunisation  and  have  in  this  way  greatly  assisted  in  the 
campaign.  I  should  like  to  thank  them  for  this  work  on 
behalf  of  the  children.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Ministry  notified  this  Authority  that  as  from  the  1st  January, 
1946,  the  responsibility  for  the  immunisation  of  children  under 
school  age  would  be  placed  upon  the  County. 
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Since  1941  diphtheria  notifications  for  England  and  Wales 
have  steadily  declined  until  they  have  reached  a  new  low  level. 
The  incidence  is  now  approximately  half  the  pre-war  level  and 
the  mortality  has  declined  more  than  the  incidence.  The 
annual  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  in  England  and 
Wales  for  1937  to  1944  were

The  reduction  is  approximately  half,  but  probably  greater 
as  the  diagnostic  error  has  increased  because  of  greater  readiness 
to  send  patients  to  hospital.

Health  Education. 

During  the  first  fortnight  of  July,  a  photographic  display 
was  held  in  the  Assembly  Rooms  of  the  Council  Offices.  By  a 
series  of  photographs  the  types,  causes,  (bacteriological  and 
sociological)  effects  and  treatment  of  V.D.  were  portrayed 
arrestingly  and  although  the  attendance  was  poor,  the  questions 
asked  were  evidence  of  interest.  In  mid-November  a  “  Brains 
Trust  ”  was  held  in  the  Baths  x\ssembly  Hall  on  “  Health  and 
Sex  in  the  Post-War  World.”  Again  the  attendance  was  poor, 
but  from  both  attempts  at  health  education  a  great  deal  has 
been  learned  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  future  attempts  will  be 
more  successful.  I  would  record  my  thanks  to  the  Question- 
Master  and  members  of  the  “  Brains  Trust.” 
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Scabies  Cleansing. 

The  number  of  eases  dealt  with  during  the  year  fell 
considerably  in  comparison  with  1944  and  1943,  but  the 
statistics  I  think  give  a  false  idea  of  the  incidence  of  the  disease. 
Probably  the  decline  in  the  cases  dealt  with  at  the  Station  was 
in  part  due  to  the  shortage  of  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  (one  left  in  December,  1944,  when  we  were  already  one 
short),  the  labour  difficulties  ,the  result  of  the  change-over  of 
the  premises  from  the  County  to  the  Urban  District  Council 
on  the  5th  July,  and  also  the  various  changes  in  the  staff,  three 
during  the  year  caused  by  the  County  Public  Health  Committee 
being  unable  to  allow  the  Health  Visitors  to  do  the  work,  and 
staff  entering  industrial  nursing.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
premises  had  been  sold  to  industry,  and  the  possibility  of  taking 
over  similar  premises  in  Willenhall  had  been  under  consideration 
from  May,  1945. 


Nurseries. 

Both  nurseries  were  used  to  full  capacity  during  the  year, 
and  despite  staff,  domestic  and  other  difficulties  a  high 
efficiency  was  maintained  by  the  Matrons  and  their  staff.  In 
this  industrial  area  the  nurseries  are  a  peace-time  as  well  as 
a  war-time  necessity,  and  it  would  be  a  considerable  advantage 
both  to  the  children  and  parents  for  one  nursery  to  be 
residential. 


Maternity  Home  Accommodation, 

From  time  to  time  considerable  dissatisfaction  has  been 
expressed  by  Councillors  in  Stafford  County  with  the  maternity 
provision  in  the  area.  Councillor  Parkes  voiced  the  feeling  of 
others  and  through  his  efforts  meetings  were  convened  of  Local 
Authorities  (other  than  Welfare  Authorities)  and  at  the  third 
meeting  the  Medical  Officers  of  constituent  Authorities  were 
requested  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  Maternity  Home  Provision 
throughout  the  administrative  County  of  Stafford.  It  was 
suggested  at  the  meeting  that  a  scheme  for  the  north  and  south 
of  the  County  should  be  prepared  separately,  and  later  the  two 
schemes  collated.  The  Medical  Officers  for  the  south  met  and 
formulated  the  following  proposals,  but  unfortunately  the  north 
have  been  unable  to  submit  their  scheme  for  collation.  It 
should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  proposals  are  those  of  the 
Medical  Officers  only. 
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1.  Small  Maternity  Homes. 

It  was  considered  inadvisable  to  have  small  maternity 
homes  scattered  throughout  the  administrative  area  for 
although  these  had  the  virtue  of  accessibility  for  mothers 
and  relatives,  such  homes  were  very  uneconomical, 
difficult  to  staff,  and  in  the  end  did  not  serve  the  best 
interests  of  the  mothers  and  babies. 


2.  Co-operation  between  Authorities. 

At  all  times  the  requirements  of  the  mother  should  be 
above  consideration  of  Local  Authority  boundaries,  and  for 
maternity  home  provision  there  should  be  close  co¬ 
operation  between  all  Authorities,  especially  between  the 
County  Council  and  those  County  Boroughs  and  Boroughs 
who  already  maintain  maternity  homes. 

3.  Admission  to  Home  and  Fees. 

The  admission  procedure  to  a  home  should  be 
simplified  as  much  as  possible,  and  the  fees  charged  should 
include  any  ambulance  cost  if  a  case  required  such 
transport. 

4.  Designation  of  Maternity  Homes. 

It  was  considered  not  too  happy  a  designation  for  a 
maternity  home  attached  to  or  part  of  an  institution  to 
be  known  as  such  and  such  an  institution.  The  home 
should  be  called  by  a  separate  name. 

Example  : — Rosemary  Ednam  Maternity  Home. 

5.  Rosemary  Ednam,  Sandfield  House  and  Mew  Cross. 

The  needs  of  the  south  and  south-west  areas  could 
best  be  met  by  increasing  the  accommodation  at  Rosemary 
Ednam,  Sandfield  House  and  New  Cross  to  a  number  of 
beds  sufficient  for  half  of  the  confinements. 

6.  Rugeley  Hospital  Maternity  Wing. 

It  was  agreed  to  ask  the  County  Council  to  support 
the  proposal  of  the  Governors  of  the  Rugeley  District 
Hospital  to  include  in  the  hospital  extension,  a  maternity 
wing  of  six  beds  which  would  meet  the  needs  of  Rugeley 


Urban  District,  and  part  of  Cannock,  Lichfield  and 
Stafford  Rural  areas.  Although  the  number  of  beds  would 
be  small,  the  maternity  wing  as  an  integral  part  of  a 
medical  and  surgical  hospital  would  not  be  uneconomical 

7.  Victoria  Hospital,  Lichfield.  Maternity  Wing. 

Similarly,  (see  item  6.)  the  maternity  wing  of  this 
hospital  would  be  suitable,  and  meet  the  needs  of  the 
scattered  population  in  the  Lichfield  Rural  area. 

8.  Mobile  Emergency  and  Resuscitation  Unit. 

It  was  agreed  to  ask  the  County  Council  to  advocate 
the  establishment  of  such  a  unit  at  the  Women’s  Hospital, 
Wolverhampton,  for  the  needs  of  the  Southern  half  of  the 
County,  including  the  County  and  Municipal  Boroughs. 
This  unit  could  bring  help  and  resuscitation  to  the  patient’s 
home.  In  the  report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Obstetricians 
&  Gynaecologists  on  a  National  Maternity  Service  it  is 
stated  that  shock  and/or  haemorrhage  from  whatever 
cause  is  nowadays  responsible  for  at  least  a  third  of  the 
maternal  deaths.  The  mobile  unit  by  bringing  immediate 
expert  help  and  resuscitation  would  reduce  the  maternal 
mortality  due  to  these  factors. 


My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairmen,  and  members 
of  Committees,  Private  Practitioners,  County  Health  Visitors, 
Head  Teachers,  Civil  Defence  staff,  (ceased  duty  2nd  July,  1945), 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  all  officers  of 
other  departments  for  unfailing  assistance.

Nil. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  main  water  supply  for  the  district  is  obtained  from 
the  Wolverhampton  Corporation  Water  Undertaking,  and  the 
supply  is  constant.  For  the  year  under  review,  the  supply  was 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
district,  but  for  the  northern  area  the  quantity  was  deficient, 
and  this  defect  is  very  serious  as  this  area  in  part  is  scheduled  as 
a  housing  estate.  Owing  to  the  shortage  of  Sanitary  Inspectors 
I  have  no  complete  knowledge  of  the  number  of  dwelling  houses 
and  the  number  of  population  supplied  from  public  water  mains 
direct  to  the  houses,  or  by  means  of  stand-pipes.  Samples  are 
taken  from  time  to  time  as  an  independent  check  upon  the 
quality,  and  the  following  is  a  typical  bacteriological  laboratory 
report  : —

This  sample  shows  no  bacteriological  evidence  of 
recent  sewage  pollution.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Stafford  has  been  made  full  use 
of  during  the  year.  Both  the  Bacteriological  and  Chemical 
Departments  have  been  of  great  assistance  in  their  co-operation 
with  the  Health  Department. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

From  the  1st  January,  1945,  to  31st  December,  1945,  the 
town  ambulance  conveyed  635  cases  to  hospital,  and  the  mileage 
covered  was  15,904  miles. 

The  total  number  of  patients  carried  since  the  ambulance 
was  presented  to  the  town  has  been  8,791  and  the  mileage 
covered  to  deal  with  these  cases  has  been  87,594. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Councillor  Arthur  Webster,  Honorary  Secretary  of  the 
District  Nursing  Association,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
defails  of  the  work  of  the  Nurses  and  Mid-Wives  during  the 
year  commencing  1st  April,  1945,  and  ending  31st  March,  1946.
